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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. In the remarks applicant argues in substance that; A) Tsukakoshi does not teach a routing control device that 
is remotely located from the transfer devices, to which transfer devices are connected. 

In response to A) Tsukakoshi teaches routing unit "fig. 2, 14, calculating unit" connected to the transfer devices "fig. 2, 15, forward 
unit" of the next hop (another router) via switch 13 (see Fig. 2, Column 6, lines 16-22). The claim language failed to define how the routing 
control unit and transfer devices are connected. It merely recites the routing control unit and transfer devices are connected. Applicant is 
reminded that claim limitation must be given their reasonable broadest interpretation. The examiner is broadly interpreting communication 
between calculating unit and forwarding unit via switch to be transfer device and routing control device are remotely located and connected. 
Therefore, Tsukakoshi teaching of connection between calculating unit and forwarding unit via switch meets the claimed limitation. 

B) Tsukakohi does not teach transfer devices request transmission of said routing control information thereto from said routing 
control device. 

In response to B) The applicant is reminded again that claim limitation must be given their reasonable broadest interpretation. 
Tsukakoshi teaches sending routing information to forwarding unit (see Fig. 10, column 7, lines 25-30). Forwarding units forward packets 
based received routing information. Forwarding unit can not forward packet without routing information. The forwarding unit do not generate 
routing information its own. The forwarding unit must get the routing information if don't have it. Tsukakoshi teaches collecting routing 
information. Collecting could be broadly interpreted to be requesting and then receiving. Therefore, teaching of Tsukakohi meets the 
claimed limitation. 
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
